RESPONSE INFORMATION 

A. Situation: 

1. Current Situation: The site activities outlined in the action memorandum have been completed. 
Enforcement activities are on-going. 

2. Removal Action to Date: During the week of October 27, 1997, drum overpacking and debris 
clearing was completed. The paint vat was overpacked into drums. Tire piles were inspected for possible 
drums buried within the piles. Several small containers were found in the tire piles and the containers 
were placed in the lab pack. Transportation and disposal coordination has be initiated. All analytical 
received to date was reviewed and matched against chain of custody forms. Missing analytical was 
requested from the lab and received, A 5 point composite sample was taken of the ash pile composite 
sample of the ash pile was taken and sent for disposal analysis. Compilation of the drum logs and hazcat 
data sheets have been completed. The segregation of drums by waste group has been completed. The 
drums were stored in the cleaned-out building for protection from the weather. The scraping of soil in 
the building trenches has been completed. Enforcement sampling was completed on March 31,1998. 
Transportation and Disposal was completed during the week of April 6,1998. 

3.Enforcement: The On-Seene Coordinator is currently working with the Program Support Branch, the 
office of Regional Counsel and the NJDEP to locate viable PRPs to recover clean-up costs.
